Biology Lab To House Research 


By Ed B Chenotto 

A new micro technique lab 
oratory to be used in teaching 
the techniques of slide making 
hits been incorporated into the 
Biological Sciences Depart 
men! 

According to I>r James 
Moore, chairman of the Biol¬ 
ogy Department, the new lab 
has the two fold purpose of 
teaching students the techni 
ques of slide making and of 
giving staff members a place 
to do that research which re 
quires the making of slides. 

Dr Moore stated that with 
the present equipment they 
are able to kill and fix mater¬ 
ial. plant and animal, embed 
it in paraffin, section the par¬ 
affin and stain the sections. 

He added that the present 


ovens, a microtone for sec¬ 
tioning. staining jars and slide 
equipment includes paraffin 
varnishing tables. 

Dr Moore said that at pres¬ 
ent the lab is set up for five 
students. “We plan some ex¬ 
pansion for next year as the 
course develops and more stu¬ 
dents become interested.’’ 

He stated that several of the 
staff members are already us¬ 
ing the new lab in their re¬ 
search and that he himself is 
using it in his studies of the 
century and yucca plants. 

Dr. Moore added that h e 
will use the new equipment to 
photograph slides which he 
has been preparing for sev¬ 
eral months. From the pho¬ 
tos he will try to interpret 
what has been recorded from 
the slides.

Growing Pains At 
UTMB Being Eased 


UTMB’s Growing Pains are 
being solved by the addition 
to campus facilities of three 
new buildings. 

A total of around $1,600,000 
of new building construction 
is in the progress on the cam¬ 
pus of The University of Ten¬ 
nessee, Martin Branch. 

A new Physical Education 
building on west campus, a 
cross the Mt. Pelia highway, 
is well on the way to comple¬ 
tion. The footings and part of 
the ground floor have been 
poured, and all but two of the 
girders for the gymnasium 
have been put in place. The 
building will house a number 
of dressing rooms, three lec¬ 
ture rooms, a number of of¬ 
fices, and two entrance lob'' 
bies. The completely modern 
gymnasium will seat approxi¬ 
mately 4,500 spectators. The 
floor space covers a total of 
43,500 sq. ft. 

Also under construction is 
a new addition to the Wom¬ 
en’s Residence Hall. This ad¬ 
dition has been made neces¬ 
sary by increasing enrollment. 

The building will have 214 
places available by next fall 
or winter quarter, bringing 
the total capacity to 465. The 


three-story addition will b e 
air-conditioned and will con¬ 
tain 43,000 sq. ft. An enclosed 
paito or court alongside the 
corridor connecting the t w o 
structures will be one of the 
features of the completed fa¬ 
cility. The total cost of the 
building will be around $711, 
875. 

To cover the heating needs 
that will arise when all o f 
these buildings are completed 
a new heating plant is now 
under construction. The work 
was temporarily delayed pend¬ 
ing the arrival of two new 
boilers; however, these boil¬ 
ers have arrived by train and 
will be placed in position 
soon. The boilers will be coal- 
fired and the steam will be 
pipe ’ underground to the var¬ 
ious buildings. This new faci¬ 
lity is expected to triple the 
present heating capacity. The 
cost of the building, when 
completed, will be about $285, 
000. It is located across the 
street from the present site of 
the old heating plant. Hugh 
Scudder, general contractor, 
has said that it will be as at¬ 
tractive as any heating plant 
can possibly be.

W e ' 
went swimming in Lake Pon- j 
chartrain, picnicking in Audu 
bon Park, bicycling in beauti i 
ful city parks, and walking , 
through the quaint French | 
Quarter (in the daytime of 
course). One Saturday we 
drove with the other summer 
missionaries 70 miles down to j 
Buras, La., where we all 
boarded an oyster boat and a 
shrimp boat and rode down 
the bayous to the Gulf. W e i 
went ashore at the point I 
where we reached the Gulf 
and fished, pzlayed volley-ball, 
roasted hot-dogs, shared ex 
periences, and baked in the 
hot sun. 


The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch has recently 
completed a self-study pro¬ 
gram from which, according 
| to Vice President Paul Meek, a 
number of important recom¬ 
mendations, goals and needs 
have been brought forth for 
the improvement of the insti 
tution. 

One of the recommenda¬ 
tions, which has been taken 
care of, was that at the prop¬ 
er time the presiding officer 
of UTMB become vice presi¬ 
dent. Another was that de¬ 
partment committees and oth¬ 
er appropriate faculty groups 
be given a voice in establish¬ 
ing policies or for giving pro¬ 
grams. 

One of the more Important 
needs Vice President Meek 
emphasized was the broaden¬ 
ing of the courses offered at 
UTMB. He stated that the col¬ 
lege needs more courses i n 
music, art, foreign languages, 
history, sociology, chemistry, 
guidance counseling, and spe¬ 
cial education. He added that 
more elective courses should 
be made available for students 
in agriculture to give them a 
wider selection. 

Giving more attention to the 
gifted student is another of 
the goals which Vice Presi¬ 
dent Meek would like to see 
realized. He stated that the 
gifted student should be given 
a chance to do superior work. 
Also, that some of the gifted 
students be given a chance to 


enter UTMB after completing 
only three yean o f high 
school. 

One of the more important 
needs of UTMB, Vice Presi¬ 
dent Meek pointed out, was 
that of a new, and separate 
library building. Another is 
to secure more new staff mem 
bers and encourage the pres¬ 
ent staff members to obtain 
higher degrees. Other 
needs which he pointed out 
are a new education-music 
building, maintenance shops, 
football stadium, fraternity 
houses, and special houses for 
faculty members.

When many of us think of 
Beethoven we usually associ 
ate with him what is common¬ 
ly called ’Long Hair” or, in 
other words, classical music. 
For the great majority of us 
who are not knowledgeable of 
the finer points of music such 
las counterpoint or the keys 
of D sharp major and E-flat 
minor, listening to, and more 
important, understanding Bee 
Jthoven’s music can be impos 
i sibly hard. 

However, such i s not the 
case with all of his music. 
There is a piece he wrote in 
11813 which many students of 
! music decry as being classical 
and a very few who claim that 
it is not even music at all. 

This work of Beethoven's is 
entitled simply “Wellington’s 
1 Victory.” 

The score, as Beethoven 
I wrote it, calls for an orchestra 
representing the French camp, 
another taking the part of the 
| British, and a main orchestra. 
Included are provisions for 
three cannon and a goodly 
number of muskets of the type 
[ used during the Napoleonic 
Wars. 

From the placement of the 
three orchestras and of the 
weaponry it could almost be 
thought that Beethoven fore¬ 
saw the advent of stereophon¬ 
ic sound recording. For he 
placed the French orchestra to 
the left, the British to the 
right, and the main orchestra 
in the center. The cannon and 
muskets he placed with their 
respective orchestras. 

The placement of the three 
orchestras makes the music ! 
relatively easy to follow when \ 
using stereophonic reproduc I 
ing equipment for the orches¬ 
tra representing the French I 
army comes from the left 
channel, or speaker, and the 
British from the right chan- 
: nel. 

I The piece begins when there 
is heard, as if out of nowhere, 
a faint drummers tattoo from 
the right speaker, or English 
army. Other drums join in 
and quickly and surely build 
to a loud and thunderous roar 
cf sound. Above the pounding 
of the drums the trumpets 
bring forth a stirring battle 
cry. To cap this brilliant fan¬ 
fare there is a rousing per¬ 
formance by the brass section 
of “Rule, Britannia.” There is 
a pause of utter silence fol¬ 
lowed- by the French from 
their side with their own 
trumpet and drum fanfare and 
the war song “Malbrouck s’en 
va t’en guerre,” known here 
as the ‘‘Bear Went Over the 
Mountain.” Another pause.

Counce, assistant professor of 
agronomy, examined every 
plat of each variety. They re¬ 
corded the characteristics of 
each variety and rated them 
according to desirable stand¬ 
ards of insect resistance, num¬ 
ber of ears per plant, husk 
cover, strength of stalk, height 
of stalk, and height and uni¬ 
formity of ears. The com from 
each plot was harvested and 
weighed. One quart from each 
area was shelled t o judge 
grain quality and moisture 
content. The yielding ability 
of these varieties will be cal¬ 
culated on standardized mois¬ 
ture calculations. 

It was obvious to all the ag¬ 
riculture students who assist¬ 
ed in the harvest that there 
were considerable differences 
among the 36 varieties. 

The experimental data from 
these plats and others like 
them throughout Tennessee 
will be published in a U.T. Ex¬ 
periment Station Bulletin 
"Variety Testing in Tennes- 


The Volette of May 26, 1962, 
printed the initial story of the 
first experiment with com on 
the UTMB farm. 

The purpose of this experi¬ 
ment was to test 36 different 
varieties of short season com. 
Every controllable factor that 
would create a difference in 
yields was eliminated. This 
was done by having soils, seed¬ 
bed preparation, fertilization, 
and other minor controllable 
factors the same in each plot. 

Populations of the com 
were standardized at the rate 
of 14,000 plants per acre. Each 
plot consisted of two rows of 
com that were ten feet long 
and 40 inches apart and dupli¬ 
cated six times. Immediately 
after the plots were planted in 
May, they were sprayed for 
seasonal weed control and 
were given other treatment 
normal to that of any good 
farmer. 

On Sept. 25, 1962, the Uni 
versity variety tester, Charles 
Graves, assistant professor of
